Variance Requests

Portion of the City of Austin Land Development Code applicant is seeking a variance from:

1. LDC Section 25-2-1063 Compatibility Height requirements of Article 10, Compatibility Standards, 
Division 2 – Development Standards, (C)(2) (Height Limitations and Setbacks for Large Sites) to 
increase the height limit from 3 stories and 40 feet (required/permitted) to 4 stories and 45 feet
(requested) in order to erect a 4 story apartment building. Request is applicable to east property line 
only. 

2. LDC Section 25-2-1063 Compatibility Height requirements of Article 10, Compatibility Standards, 
Division 2 – Development Standards, (C)(3) (Height Limitations and Setbacks for Large Sites) to 
increase the allowed height of a structure more than 100 feet but not more than 300 feet from property 
in an SF-5 or more restrictive zoning district, from 40 feet plus one foot for each 10 feet of distance in 
excess of 100 feet from the property zoned SF-5 or more restrictive (required/permitted by LDC), to a 
maximum 45 feet (requested) in order to erect a 4 story apartment building. Request is applicable to
the east property line only.

3. LDC Section 25-2-899(D)&(E)(Fences as Accessory Uses) to increase the fence height permitted from 
an average of 6 feet or a maximum of 7 feet (required/permitted) to 8 feet average height (requested) on
the western property line only.
